The home gardener also wants early 
vegetables. To get an early start it is necessary to grow seedlings in hot beds, 
transplanting them to cold frames to harden. The best and cheapest solution to 
the problem is to set Piedmont Field Grown Plants. 


In the middle south the climate is 
adapted to growing plants in the open, which are hardy enough to set in the 
open farther north. Our farms are located where there is enough cold weather 
to grow plants hardy enough to set in the open fields. 


SELECTED PLANTS. Piedmont Plants are grown from high grade seed, and 
will be found true to type and variety. Our plants are hand selected, and are large 
enough to set in the field. No small, inferior, trashy plants shipped. We ship you 
the kind you order, properly labeled, and full count guaranteed. 


SATISFACTORY DELIVERY. Some people hesitate to order plants from a 
distance, because they are afraid that tender plants cannot be delivered in good 
condition. We have shipped our plants successfully for many years all over the 
United States. We have satisfied customers in every state. We guarantee to de- 
liver the plants you order in perfect condition. If you are not satisfield on de- 
livery, we will replace your order. 
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CARE OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL—As soon as your plants come, take them 
out of the crates and set them out. If not ready to set, trench them out in soft 
mud, cutting the strings and spreading the plants. Keep the roots moist and the 
tops dry. 


CULTURE—CABBAGE, COLLARD, BROCCOLI AND CAULIFLOWER— 
Prepare land with one thousand pounds of 4-8-6 fertilizer in three foot rows. 
Set plants 15 to 18 inches in the row, which requires about ten thousand plants 
to the acre. These plants are frostproof, and will usually stand a temperature of 
ten degrees below freezing. Set the plants in the soil up to the bud and water. 
For sucking insects spray with Blackleaf 40 or dust with Rotenone. For leaf 
eating insects dust with calsium arsenate or 5% DDT dust. 


CULTURE — ONIONS —Onions are frostproof and can stand a temperature 
ten degrees below freezing. Prepare land in two foot rows using one thousand 
pounds of 4-8-6 fertilizer to the acre. Set plants 4 to 5 inches apart in the row, 
which requires 50 to 60 thousand plants to the acre. Harvest when the tops dry 
and cure for storage. Dust for onion thrip with 5% DDT or Benzine Hexachloride. 


CULTURE — LETTUCE — Prepare land in two foot rows using one thousand 
pounds of 4-8-6 fertilizer to the acre. Set plants 12 inches apart in the row, which 
will require twenty thousand plants to the acre. These plants will stand ten 
degrees below freezing, and should be set early enough to head before hot weather. 


CULTURE — TOMATO — Prepare land in four foot rows, using 600 lbs. of 
4-12-6 fertilizer to the acre. Set plants up to the first leaf three feet apart in 
the row, which requires 3,500 plants to the acre. Will stand no frost. For insects, 
fungous and bacterial diseases spray every 10 days with Bordeaux Mixture, or 
dust with 7% metallic Tri-Basic Copper Sulphate and 20% calsium arsenate. 


CULTURE—PEPPER AND EGGPLANT—These plants will not stand any 
frost. Prepare land in three foot rows using 800 lbs. of 4-12-6 fertilizer to the 
acre. Set plant up to the first leaf two feet apart in the row, which requires 7,500 


plants to the acre. Dust Eggplant every 10 days with 20% arsenate dust for 
potato bugs. 


CULTURE — SWEET POTATO —Prepare land in 3% foot rows, using 800 
to 1,000 Ibs. of 4-8-8 fertilizer to the acre, and throw up 8 inch ridges on the 
fertilizer. Set plants after danger of frost is over, 12 to 15 inches apart, which 
requires 11,000 plants to the acre. Harvest just before frost kills the vines.

FIELD OF CABBAGE 


"HE Frostproof Cabbage Plant has become so well known that it is hardly 
necessary to point out its advantages. 


On our farms the soil and climate are especially adapted to the growing of 
hardy, tough, healthy cabbage plants. The plants make a slow growth during 
the early part of the winter and spring, and soon become very tough and hardy. 
They will stand a temperature of 20 degrees above zero without injury and can 
be shipped to territory with a colder climate. Light snows, sleet, and moderate 
freezes will not hurt them, and they can be set in the open four to six weeks 
earlier than hotbed plants. The top of the plant does not grow, but the root be- 
comes established, enabling the plant to make a rapid start, and mature headed 
cabbage two or three weeks earlier.
